LUMS in St. Louis, such as the No. 1 Eyesore which would be 
rehabilitated under the $16,000,000 slum clearance bond issue, 
cost the city government $4,000,000 more a year for municipal 
services than they yield in city taxes. 

This estimate was contained in the official “Comprehensive City 
Plan” published last year by the City Plan Commission. It has been 
used by various leaders and other speakers in the campaign for the 


S 


bond issue, as an effective showing of the loss in money as well as 


in human values caused by stums. 


‘The No. 1 Eyesore (Fourteenth- 
Grand-Market-Lindell-Olive) is an 
outstanding example of a costly 
sium area. Its 14,000 residents re- 
quire more attention from many 
branches of the city government 
than is needed by the community 
at large, chiefly because of the 
crowded, unhealthful and unsatis- 
factory dwellings into which they 
are crowded. 


Estimated annual tax revenue 
to the city from the property in 
this area is $225,000—provided it 
is all paid without delinquency. 
A big part of this comes from the 
large industrial concerns between 
Seventeenth and Twenty-first 
streets, which it is not proposed to 
move. On the other hand, a great 
part of the burden of govern- 
mental costs arises from the popu- 
lous remainder of the district. 
There are no current figures on 
what the No. 1 Eyesore costs the 
city, but it is quite clear from 
examination of Plan Commission 
data for the early 30s that the ex- 
pense there greatly exceeds the in- 
come. 

Basis for Current Estimate. 

The commission studies referred 
to were published in 1936 in the 
book, “Urban Land Policy.” They 
formed the factuAl basis for the 
current estimate that all St. Louis 


‘slums represent an annual deficit 


of $4,000,000 in the municipal 
bookkeeping. 

Under the proposed rehabilita- 
tion of the No. 1 Eyesore, most of 
this territory would be devoted to 
low-rent and medium-rent hous- 
ing. Low-rent publicly aided hous- 
ing would be exempt from taxa- 
tion, if a recent circuit court deci- 
sion is sustained by the Supreme 
Court. of Missouri. Medium-rent 
housing, under the Missouri Urban 
Redevelopment Act, would enjoy a 
25-year limitation of taxes. How- 
ever, low-rent public housing would 
pay a service fee in lieu of taxes, 
which experience has shown to be 
roughly comparable to the actual 


i 


slum clearance and sewer bonds 
and the eventual] use of the re- 
maining old bonds, a total of 
$70,500,000 would have to be is- 
sued. Brannon’s calculations were 
made on the following schedule: 
Issuance of $4,000,000 a year for 
five years, beginning with the next 
fiscal year, 1949-50; $8,000, a 
year for the ensuing six years and 
then the remaining $2,500,000 in 
1960-61. 

The city has the authority at 
present to issue $51,062,149 more 
in bonds. Its bonding power or 
margin is fixed by the State Con- 
stitution in relation to assessed 
valuation of property; total au- 
thority currently is for $133,062,- 
149 in bonds, but there were out- 
standing at the start of the cur- 
rent fiscal year $82,000,000 in 
bonds heretofore issued. The bond- 
ing margin would be reduced for 
the time being to $20,062,149 if 
both the current propositions are 
voted by the people. 

Brannon was of the opinion that 
such a balance would be more 
than sufficient protection for un- 
foreseen emergencies requiring 
more bonds, He said it even would 
be possible to issue the entire 
additional sum without increas- 
ing the city tax rate, if a reason- 
able schedule of issuance was 
worked out. The city tax rate to 
support its bonds has long been 
40 cents on the $100 assessed 
valuation annually. However, he 
cautioned that a limit might even- 
tually be reached as to the city’s 
ability to carry more bonds with- 
out increasing the tax rate, but 
this caution applied to possible | 
future proposals, not the present 
ones.

It has been estimated by the 
Chamber of Commerce, on the 
basis of the “Urban Land Policy” 
data, with allowance for current 
conditions, that the downtown 
business district pays in taxes $5,- 
000,000 more a year than it costs 
the city for governmental services.

The Governmental Research In- 
stitute, privately supported fact- 
finding agency, has declared that 
both the $16,000,000 slum clearance 
bend issue and the $15,000,000 sew- 
er bond issue, also to be submitted 
in the Nov. 2. election, could be 
supported without any increase in 
the city tax rate.

Conditions at Lincoln U. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


„Letters to the Post-Dispatch point to 
unhealthy conditions at the Missouri 
School of Mines, the University of Mis- 
souri and Lincoln University, as to the 
boards of curators and the administra- 
tion and faculties of those schools. 
At Lincoln University we have seen a 
Negro college president pleading to the 
Legislature for bigger and ‘better segre- 
pated education, and the board indors- 
img his sentiments for more overnight 
professional schools to give inadequate 
and unequal education at wasteful cost 
to the state. 

Fveryone knows these overnight pro- 
féssional schools cannot do a job any- 
‘where equal to that of the University 
of Missouri, but instead of stating the 
truth and opening the way for Negroes 
to go to the University of Missouri, 
the president and board at Lincoln 
have co-operated to circumvent the 
Gaines decision, with Negro youth as 
the unwilling and ‘helpless pawn in this 
game for lucrative jobs. 

Dismissal of old and valued teachers 
12 under way at Lincoln as well as at 
Rolla, but the process is more gradual. 
Some years ago A. L. Hammons, agri- 
‘culture teacher for 15 years, was 
‘dropped. A year or two later Miss 

Marie Ford, instructor in music for 20 
syears, was dropped, and no official 
reason was given. This fall, in viola- 
tion of tenure laws and without a hear- 
‘ing, Mrs. Marcia Canty Hammons, a 
nome economics teacher for 15 years, 
twas notified that she was dropped be- 
cause Lincoln had too many teachers 
‘of home economics—but the classes she 
*had taught were listed on the class 
*echedule with no teacher assigned to 


*them. The A.A.U.P. was brought into 


the case, the faculty made mass protest, 
citizens telegraphed from all sections 
‘6 the state, and Mrs. Hammons was 


y reinstated. 
Last spring a serious three-day strike

In the four congressional races centering 
around St. Louls—three on this side of the river 


and one on the Illinois side—the Post-Dispatch 


favors three Democrats and one Republican. 
In the North St. Louis district, Representative 


Frank M. Karsten, Democrat, is challenged by 


Alderman Charles P. McBride, Republican. Mr. 
Karsten deserves to be returned. 

The Karsten record is the kind of record to be 
expected of a man who served as secretary of 
the late Representative John J. Cochran for 12 
years. Mr. Karsten ot only voted for measures 


in the interests of the rank and file of people in 


almost every instance, but he signed petitions to 
get worthy measures out of reactionary 
committees. 

For example, he took part in an effort to 
bring the bottled-up Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill 
to a House vote. He was one of relatively few 
House members not stampeded by the Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee. When a district has 
a Representative who votes soundly as often as 
does Frank Karsten, the sensible thing is to 
keep him on the job.

In the Eleventh District downtown St. Louis 
and the central part of the city extending out to 
West End—Representative Claude Bakewell, the 
Republican incumbent, in our opinion, has 
earned re-election. He is a man of force, eour- 
age and independence. 

Mr. Bakewell demonstrated these qualities 
—the only Republican to do so-—when, in the 
face of great pressure, he voted against a con- 
tempt citation for 10 movie writers who refused 
to tell the Un-American Affairs Committee 
their political affiliation. He contended that a 
congressional committee has no right to invade 
the intellectual privacy of any citizen with ques- 
tions as to his religious and political beliefs, 
when it is conceded that those beliefs are within 
the law. 

Mr. Bakewell voted against the tidelands oil 
grab. He favored the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill, 
the bill to repeal discriminatory taxes on marga- 
rine and the Taft-Hartley Act. He voted for the 
full Marshall plan appropriation, for extension 
of the reciprocal trade pacts and for the bill to 
admit 205,000 displaced persons from Europe. 

Some other of ‘his votes, such as that against 
an auxiliary steam plant for TVA, we do not 
like, but we judge that they represent his 
conviction. 

Former Representative Sullivan, who is con- 
testing Mr. Bakewell’s seat, made a sound and 
progressive record in four years in Congress. 
If he were elected now, the Eleventh District 
would have better representation than most. 
But Mr. Bakewell, we think, will contribute 


much more to independent thought and action in 
Congress. ‘

Lt. Gen. Leslie R. Groves went to the Miami 
Beach convention’ of the American Legion to 
complain about those who “discredit” military 
leaders. Yet he made the sort of speech which 
gives substance to such valid criticism as is di- 
rected against “brass.”

He gave as his reason the fact 
that he does not think atom bombs 
will be particularly effective weap- 
ons against the great powers and 
he feels that Russia will be more 
hampered in the development of 
atomic energy for industrial pur- 
poses than will be the United 
States. This is because, he says, 
the United States may not wish 
to develop this power as quickly, 
not having as great need for it 
at the present time as have the 
Russians,

The jet plane is still comparatively 
new in the scheme of things, but 
already Capt. Charles Yeager, bet- 
ter known to his friends as Chuck, 
has flown so fast that the Army 
won't even let him tell how fast he 
did fly. 

“Faster than sound?” says Yea- 
ger with an enigmatic smile. “I 
flew hundreds of miles an hour 
faster than sound.” 
impression from his tone and his 
smile that already the term “fast- 
er-than-sound” has taken its place 
along with “mile-a-minute.” 


Captain Yeager, credited with 
being the first to exceed the speed 
of sound, which varies from 750 
to 650 miles an hour, depending 
upon altitude, came to St. Louis 
last weekend to fly in the Air Age 
Exhibition. He flew around at, to 
him, a rather leisurely 680 miles 
an hour, performing Immelmann 
rolls, chandelles and slow rolls. 


Monday morning, having noth- 
ing else to do while his plane was 
being checked, Ke decided to take 
a turn in one of the jet-propelled 
Phantoms, which ate manufac- 
tured here. He had never been in- 
side a Phantom before. A couple 
of McDonnell Aircraft Co. experts 
gave him about 10 minutes in- 
struction, after which he put on 
his crash helmet, hooked onto the 
oxygen, took off over the airport, 
and put on a show which had a 
sizeable crowd of McDonnell’s air- 
hardened ground crew watching in 
open admiration. 

The plane came in for a landing, 
its twin jets wailing like a dozen 


sirens in unison, and rolled up to 


the hangar. Yeager stepped out. 
“It’s a nice plane,” he said. 
At 25, Yeager is already a vet- 


eran flyer. Born in Hamlin, West 


Virginia, he joined the Army Air 
Force in September, 1941, when he 
was 18 years old. He flew a 
bomber overseas, on long - range 
precision expeditions, making 63 
missions. He is credited with 
shooting down 13 German planes, 
and he holds the Silver Star and 
cluster, Distinguished Flying 
Cross with two oak leaf clusters, 
Bronze Star, Air Medal with six 
clusters, and the Purple Heart.

He made his fastest, and most 
famous flight in October, 1947, in 
an X-1, a small, jet-propelled job 
which was released from the belly 
of a B-29, at 26,000 feet. The little 
plane consumes fuel so swiftly 
that he could carry only enough 
for a flight of about two and a 
half minutes. 

“How does it feel to fly faster 
than sound? That,” said Yeager, 
smiling his quiet smile again, “is 
what everyone wants to know. 
Unfortunately, all my impressions 
and sensations have been recorded 
and set down by the Army, locked 
away in a vault, and I have been 
instructed not to talk.” In other 
words, about the only way you can 
find out how it feels is to fly 
faster-than-sound yourself. 

“I'm sorry I can't comment on 
my reactions,” he , “wet 
will say this much: It’s a pretty 
nice deal.” 

People,“ he enlarged, can't 
seem to realize that, like driving 
a car, the sensations are not a 
great deal different when you're 
going fast. And unlike a car, once 
you get thousands of feet into the 
air, where you can’t see things go 
by, it’s hard to tell the difference 
between very fast and very, very

fast. You have no réference gauge, 
except the instruments in front of 
you. They tell you how fast you're 
going, but it doesn’t mean much 
more than just a number. 
“Another thing,” he says, “your 
reactions are automatic. An expe- 
rienced pilot will do the same 
things at supersonic speed that he 
would do at ordinary speed.” 
When traveling faster then sound, 
a pilot doesn’t have to watch any 
direction but straight ahead. 
There's no danger of anything 
hitting you from side or back, 
Yeager grins, because you are go- 
ing too fast. Even anything com- 
ing toward you from the front at 
more than a 45-degree angle from 
straight * 2 rig hit you. 


EAGER weighs 150 pounds, is 
of medium height, well built 
and appears to be in excelent 
condition, although he does noth- 
ing in the way of keeping himself 
in shape outside his regular activi- 


anything to do with keeping his 
nerves steady. “Not the least,” he 
said. “I just don’t happen to 
smoke, and I don’t like coffee with 
lunch. But I live just about like 
any other flyer lives, have a good 


time, get drunk now and then 
although,” he hastily added; “I

Yeager has 2500 flying hours 
time, much of it earned flying 
bombing missions. He has about 
500 hours of jet flying, which is 
high, but no record, he points out. 
Some jet flyers have 700 and 800 
hours. But it’s hard to build up 
flying time in a jet. They travel 
too fast. His 500 hours ef jet 
flying comes to approximately 
300,000 miles of travel: That dis- 
tance, in a conventional plane 
which flies at, say, 200 miles an 
hour, would have netted him 1500 
hours of flying time. é 

Yeager is married, but he is 
un communicative about his wife's 
reactions to his supersonic flying 
as he is about his own. “I was 
flying when I married her, he 
smiles, “and she took that into. 
consideration.” He also has two 
sons, one three years old, and one 
a year and a half old. 

“That,” he says, “gives you a 
feeling of great responsibility. It 
makes you exceedingly careful 
when you're in the air.” 

As careful as one can be, that 
is, when traveling (according to 
experts’ guesses) at from 1000 to 
1400 miles an hour.

Answer: Loud noises in the ears 
and head may occur from several 
causes. In certain individuals, 


especially nervous individuals, the 


normal noises created by the force 
of blood pressure may be called 
to awareness. This condition is 
particularly so if one ear lies flat 
against the pillow. Most people 
learn to ignore these noises, but 
others become aware of them. 
Sometimes this awareness even 
makes one more jittery and the 
blood pressure rises a bit, leading 
to an increase in the force of the 
noise. There are other causes, 
however, such as high blood pres- 
sure, hardening of the arteries, 
and disturbances in the normal 
functioning of the structures of 
the inner ear. The condition 
should be investigated medically 
on a personal basis.
